NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 7 - Wooden Nickels 

Some authorities trace use of "wooden money" back to the 12th century in Tibet, 
England, and the Byzantine Empire, followed by China, Africa, South Sea Islands, and 
Canada before 1900. First official issues in the United States resulted from a bank 
failure in Tenino, Washington, in 1931. The Tenino Chamber of Commerce came up with a 
plan to issue scrip to thaw out the frozen assets of bank customers, who could assign 
up to 2 % of their bank balance and receive the scrip in exchange. The first issue of 
scrip was made of paper, but in late December 1931, slice-wood of Sitka spruce (product 
of a local industry) was used to replace the paper, although the thin sheets of wood were 
reinforced with paper in the center which had a watermark symbol which read "Confidence 
makes good, money made of wood". When their experiment gained worldwide publicity addi- 
tional issues followed in 1932 and 1933 and since many people kept them as souvenirs, 
there was a profit remaining from unredeemed pieces. Souvenir wooden nickels were made 
by novelty manufacturers for sale at the Chicago World's Fair in 1833, and Loggview, 
Washington Chamber of Commerce issued wooden quarters commemorating the visit of the U.S. 
Frigate Constitution. Fenton, Michigan was the first city to have an official issue of 
wooden money when it celebrated its Centennial in July 1934. Thus began a practice still 
used to raise funds for celebrating anniversaries. (Guide Book of Wooden Money by Thomas 
Hudson) 

Wooden money may be considered junk by most people but the 1966 edition of the cata- 
log mentioned above lists the first Tenino issue (4O pieces) at $25, and some of the 
earlier foreign issues at $50.00 each. The prices may well have doubled by now. Some of 
the other issues of 1960 or earlier list at $1 to $5 each, including New Hampshire's 
first two issues. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE "CLASSICS" 

Three early New Hampshire issues on thin oblong wood are included in this category 
and are illustrated on the inside cover of this issue of Nonagcn. 

1938 Hampton, N.H. 300th Anniversary 5^ blue, 10^ green, 25^ red. All rare. 

1940 Laconia, N.H. Appreciation Days 5^ blue, 10^ red, 25;^ green. All Very Rare. 

1952 Keene, N.H. Cheshire County Numismatic Society, 15^ green, issued for Ter- 
centenary of the First Silver Coinage of the American Colonies as a Souvenir Pine Tree 
Shilling. Scarce but available at $1.00 or so. 

(1938 Berlin is listed on some want lists but I haven't seen any) 

MODERN ISSUES 

Most manufacturers of wooden nickels now use planchets the size of a silver dollar, 
although sane use a larger 2 inch planchet for wooden "dollars" and a few smaller pieces 
are seen. Frequently a "stock" die is used for one side and the other side is type-set. 
Soane of the stock dies are attractive and interesting but the common Indian and buffalo 
dies used on cheapest issues get very monotonous to the collector, especially in black. 
Those issued with distinctive dies in colors are much more attractive. Our inside cover 
shows some stock dies. The top one was used for the 1964 Unity, N.H. issue. The other 
four were used for 1966 Deerfield, N.H. issues. The Centennial Belle and "Brothers of 
the Brush" types were also used as 5^^ for the 1965 Concord, N.H. official set. The 
Covered Wagon type was used as a 5^ semi-official piece for Concord in 1965. Some other 
stock dies will be seen in later Nonagons along with many distinctive designs for 

special issues. City and town anniversary issues will be featured in the next issue or 
two.
